"The benefits of being on a rescue squad are that it gives confidence, 
purpose, and self-satisfaction when | can save a life or minimize suffering,” 
said Mr. Lloyd Newman. The Altavista Rescue Squad received around 120 
calls a month, only 60 percent of which were actual emergencies. The forty- 
eight member squad operated with donations from individuals and local 
industries. The squad maintained a six ambulance fleet. To replace one of 
these vehicles cost approximately $50,000. 

Extensive training was required before a member could participate: 110 
hours for emergency training and 10 hours emergency driving plus first-aid. 

"My most rewarding experience is seeing someone near death survive 
and lead a normal life," said Newman. The rescue squad got calls about 
chest pains, o.d.'s, drownings, car wrecks, and injured pedestrians, which 
were the normal emergencies. 

Junior membership was extended to sixteen and seventeen year olds. 
They all had to have a valid driver's license and undergo the rigorous 
training, too. Their contribution was as valuable as any senior member's.
